rep should be filled by a lawyer of the 
same political faith. In that case it 
Las been thought in some quarters 
that Judge Fessenden might be prod- 
moted from the superior court bench 
to that of the sunreme court, or that 
Judge DeCourcy might be selected.

General Trepoff Retired. 

The czar of Russia announced’ his 
flecision to place General Trepoff on 
the retired list and to have the position 
of governor of Peterhof palace vacat- 
ed, Ostensibly the reason for this ac- 
tion was the general’s ill health. Nev- 
ertheless the result is to give Premier 
Stolypin a free hand in carrying out 
his programme of liberal reforms, ‘Tre- 
poff’s illness was reported to be due to 
poisoning through the agency of the 
revolutionists. 

Palma Turns Away Veterans. 

The offer of General Cebreci, repre- 
tenting the Cuban army. of relibera- 
tion, or veterans of the revolution, to 
irbitrate between the government and 
the insurgents was rejected by Presi- 
ent Palma. He said he would not 
trade with the 
rebels in any 
way. The revolt 
was then spread- 
ing rapidly 
throughout the 
island, and sev- 
eral small towns 
had been cap- 
tured by the reb- 
els. A large 
number of la- 
borers had start- 
ed to leave the 
country, and the 
crops were in 


danger of being

The greatest, fleet of warships ever 
assembled at one point under the 
American flag rode at anchor before 
the harbor of Oyster Bay, on Labor 
flay, while President Roosevelt on the 
Mayflower passed in rewew before 
the long columns and multitudes of 
people afloat and ashore gazed upon 
the impressive spectacle. All of the 
forty-three ships were flag bedecked 
and spick and span in their white paint 
of peace. There were twelve battleships 
of the highest degree, four first class 
armored cruisers, four of the monitor 
type, six new destroyers, six torpedo 
boats, two submarines and various 
minor craft. 

Addressing the members of the naval 
committee the president said: “Any 
man who fails to be patriotically in- 
spired by such a sight as this is a 
mighty poor American, and every 
American who has seen it ought to be 
a better American for it.

Report of National Banks. 

The comptroller of the currency re- 
ports that with the addition of thirty- 
three banking associations chartered 
during August the total number of 
banks was 6,162 and the aggregate 
capital rose to $838,804,775. The out- 
standing circu:ation is $560,852,303. 

To Abolish Back Stamping. 

The postoffice department will ex- 
tend to eastern cities the experiment 
qwhich has been made in Chicago of dis- 
continuing the use of the back stamp, 
which indicates the time at which a 
letter arrives in the delivering office. 
The object is to save expense and 
hasten delivery. 

Fleet For Asiatic Station. 

Following the great Labor day re- 
view of the navy Rear Admiral 
Brownson was ordered with the cruis- 
ers Colorado, Pennsylvania, West 
Virginia and Maryland to sail from 
Newport Sept. 8 by way of the Suez 
canal for. the Asiatic station. 

Manila a Free Port. 

The Philippine commission has abol- 
ished all tonnage and navigation taxes 
due in the Philippine islands, thus mak- 
ing-Manila and other ports free. The 
vessels most favorably affected will be 
those from the United States and other 
remote places.

The Minnesota Democratic conven- 
tion at Minneapolis renominated Gov- 
ernor Johnson and enthusiastically in- 
dorsed Bryan for president.

name and by lack of independent ac- 
tion. He says it has been borne in 
upon him as he came closer to the in- 
ner workings of the party system that 
there could not be anything worse or 
more injurious to the country than the 
feeling that impels “good men to sup- 
port a ticket of unfit nominees merely 
because they bear the party label.”

Taft Out For Revision. 

Secretary of War Taft opened his 
campaign at Buth, we., by saying that 
he thought it wise and inat to revise 
the scales of the existing tariff and 
that sentimént in favor of this policy 
was growing in the Republican party. 
He thought the members of the party 
would agree on a reasonable plan in 
the near future. He said that Roose- 
velt and his policies represented the 
real campaign issue.

Status of Irrigation Work.. 

When the national irrigation con- 
gress began its fourteenth annual ses- 
sion at Boise, Ida., Gifford Pinchot, 
chief of the division of forestry, deliv- 
ered a letter from President Roosevelt. 

| 


The president outlined the govern- 
ment’s plans under the reclamation act 
of 1902, in fulf@lment of which $200,- 
000,000 is to be spent. The service now 
consists of more than 400 skilled engi- 
neers and experts, and work is already 
advanced on twenty-three great enter- 
prises in the arid land. Over 1,000,000 
acres of land have been laid out for 
irrigation, of which 200,000 acres are 
now under ditch. Over 10,000 men and 
about 3,000 horses are now employed. 
The president insists that the farm 
unit shall be limited to what will sup- 
port one family, to avoid speculation 
in lands. He says that the forest serv- 
ice has now become a national policy 
“wider than the boundaries of any 
state and larger than the interests of 
any single industry.” 

Missouri’s Big Apple Crop. 

This year’s apple crop in Missouri is 
estimated by the State Horticultural 
society to be worth $10,000,000. -This 
state is ranked first in the apple indus- 
try, New York second, Illinois. third 
and Michigan fourth. Missouri has 25,- 
000,000 apple trees. : 


Cancer Bacillus Identified. 

Dr. Otto Schmidt of Cologne, Ger- 
many, is credited with having secured 
cultures of the cancer bacillus from 
certain mildew forming on plants. He 
claims to be the fitst man to prove that 
cancer can be artificially produced on | 
animals as the culture which he has |. 
obtained caused genuine cancer when 
is was transferred to certain animals. 
Dr. Schmidt says that a remedy for the 
disease is now possible, and he already 
has in hand. one remedy, which has 
given. good results when the case ds 
‘little advanced... He has not made pub: 
lic the nature of this remedy, but says 
it.is not a serum. 

Entrance of Tuberculosis. , ‘ 

In his address before the internation- 
al tuberculasts congress at The Hague, 
Dr. Lawrence Flick, head of the Phipps 
institute at Philadelphia, demonstrated 
that the tubercle bacillus has a restrict- 
ed habitat and is a delicate organism 
which may easily be destroyed. He | 
takes Issue with the view long held by | 
scientists that the lungs are the prin. 
cipal source of tuberculous inoculation. 
The fact that the bacillus is a solid and ' 
that infection is found in every part of 
the body reached by the circulatory | 
system convinces him that entry is_ 
gained through the alimentary cana) 
and thence through the right heart into 
the circulation. 

Chile’s Earthquake the Greater. 

The scientific evidence thus far ob- 
tained concerning the recent earth. | 
quake shocks along the coasts of Chile : 
shows that the disturbance was of . 
greater intensity and spread over a! 
larger area than the California earth- 
quake, The effects were disastrous 
along the Chilean coast over a distance 
of 1,300 miles, while in California the 
earthquake was only 400 miles In ex. 
tent. The breadth of the Chile earth. 
quake was in some places 200 miles, ; 
while in California the average width 
of shaken region was only fifty miles 
There appears to be no reason for at- 
tempting to compare the Chilean dis. 
aster with that of California, inasmuch 
as the coast range is far west of the 
Rocky mountain system, of which the 
Andes is the South American prolonga- 
tion.

In Fulton county, Ga., a revival 
of the anti-negro organization known 
as the Kuklux Klan, which drove 
terror to the hearts of the negroes dur- 
ing the reconstruction period, has 
grown out of the numerous attacks of 
negroes on white women in and near 
Atlanta. The organization will not 
bear the name of the Kuklux Kian, 
but its purpose will be the same— 
namely, to discipline or overawe the 
ignorant class of negroes. 


“Back to Soil,” Says Hill. 
In an address at the opening of the 
Minnesota state fair on Labor day 
President James J. Hill of the Great 
Northern sought to demonstrate the 
spendthrifts of the American people'and 
the serious dangers resulting from 
their squandering of the country’s nab 
ural resources. He declared that by 
1950 the United States would have to 
solve the problem of supporting 250,- 
000,000 inhabitants.. At present agri- 
culture, in the most intelligent meaning 
f the term, was almost unknown in 
this country.

and Japan, he said

As a step in the right direction it is 
proposed that the government establish 
a small model farm on its own land in 
every rural congressiond? district and 
1#ter perkaps in every county; thus the- 
department of agriculture could show 
exactly what could be done by a small 
tract of land with.proper cultivation. 
Mr. Hill thinks that the sight of these 
fields and the knowledge of yields se- 
cured and profits possible woul@ be 
worth more than all the pamp 
poured out from the government D: 
ing office in years,

None of these peti- 
tiong affected the city of Lowell or the 
honorable gentleman who now seeks to 
make it an issue in this campaign, 
but all of them affected vitally the in- 
terests of the people in this common- 
wealth. The B. & M. railroad was 
urgent. insistent and active to have the 
merger bill passed. Private individu- | 
als were persistent and active to have 
legislation oassed that would give them 


the right to build this new style of 
railroad, the so-called Interurban ralil- 
way. When the matter came to the 
final debate it was my motion and my 
efforts, according to all records in the 
legislature, that led to a vote which 
postponed further action until 1906, and 
which referred the whole matter to 4 
recess committee to report to’ the legis- 
lature of 1906. That is the way l 
-helped the B. & M. R. R. that year. 

In 1906, this gentleman, presuming 
upon his ability or his position. as a 
congressman, — presente -@ petition 
which called for so mahy privileges 
and rights that it was absolutely tm- 
possible for..any legislature to grart 
them. He presented the petition late 
end it came before the committee of 
which I was chairman, and we turned 
it down, but not until we had asked th:

—if that legislation passed would he 
not have all the privileges that he 
needed to enable him to build his ratl- 
road, and he said, after quibbling and 
being pressed to an answer, without 
any final hesitancy, “Yes.” And when 
he comes into this town or when he 
goes into any other part of this dis- 
trict and attempts to make an issue of 
whether his railroad shall be alowed 
to be built, I want to tell you now that 
from the time the legislation began 
until this minute there has never becn 
one word of opposition uttered, there 
has never been one single act commit- 
ted in opposition to it by any interest, 
whether it was railroad or individual, 
throughout the entire course of his e!- 
fort to secure legislation. And for 
bim to make that an issue, and for him 
to attempt to charge that a man who 
would not stand for the particular 
legislation he wanted, but who did give 
to him the legislation that was given 
to every individual and every corpora~- 
tion in this commonwealth, he is mis- 
leading you people. He is lying to you 
people, if he says he has ever had any 
opposition to his Interurban railway. 

I am asked why I believe that Mr. 
Dunbar should be made the candidate 
of the Republican party in this dis- 
trict.at the next election. I have 
known him for a long time; I have a 
fellow-feeling for a man who does as 
he has done: -I-left school-at 14 years 
of age and began my strugg.e for a 
living.

man,—I say that is the kind of a man
